Nixon wins small foreign aid victory 


WASHINGTON (UP1 > -With help 
from a Republican senator who has 
been absent for two years. President 
Nixon Thursday won a breath o! life 
for his foreign aid bill. 
The Senate 
Foreign 
Relations 
Committee 
revived the measure 
after slashing it by 40 per cent and 
cutting it into two separate parts in 
an effort to get it by a recalcitrant 
Senate. 
The two bills totaling $2.3 billion 
now go to the floor where senators 
one week ago killed a single package 
of economic and military aid after 
cutting the administration’s request 
of $3.6 billion down to $2.9 billion 
Nixon let it be known he was 


displeased at the latest cutback 
"We are not satisfied with that 
level, 
said Press Secretary Ronald 
L. Ziegler. "W e do not think it is 
sufficient.” 
Sen. J. William Fulbright. D-Ark., 
who will manage the bills, said the 
chances ot 
passing either were 
marginal.

revive the aid measure, however, 
heightened chances that Congress 
will act to prevent the program

Thursday 's decision to extend the 
aid bill on a sharply reduced level 
until June 30 came in a series ot 14 


separate committee votes. Many ot 
them were close.

unemployment drops again

W ASHINGTON i U PI i —Unemployment dropped to 
5.8 per cent in October while the' total number of 
Americans holding jobs reached a record high, the 
government reported today. 
It was the second straight monthly decline in the 
jobless rate, following imposition bv President Nixon 
of the wage*price Ireeze on Aug. 15. Joblessness has 
hovered between 5.6 per cent and 6.2 per cent ol the 
work force for the past year. It stood at 6.0 
September and 6 1 per cent in August 
The 
Labor 
Department's 
Bureau 
of 
Labor 
Statistics, which reported the figures, said the total 
number of jobholders rose 320.000 in October, after 
seasonal adjustment, to an alltime high of 79.8 
million 
This was the second favorable report in as many 
days from the administration’s standpoint in its effort 
to slow inflation and reduce unemployment 
On 
Thursday, the Labor Department reported a drop of 
0.1 per cent in wholesale prices in October Changes at 
the wholesale level usually percolate downward to be 
reflected in later at the consumer level 


Today s report said 4.6 million Americans were out 
of work in October. 270.000 fewer than September The 
decline was greater than usual for this time of year, 
the BLS said, and resulted largely from a reduction in 


the number of men who lost their jobs. 
Nonfarm payrolls remained virtually unchanged in 
October, and employment gains in several industries 
were offset by more men on strike, particularly coal 
miners and longshoremen. 


The jobless rate for blue collar workers dropped in 
October to 7.2 per cent from an even 8 per cent in 
September. The decrease was due largely to higher 
employment rates among craftsmen and foremen, the 
government said 
The over-all jobless rate of 5.8 per cent of the work 
force in October compared to 5.5 per cent in the same 
month last year. The 5 8 figure was the same as for 
July. Lowest rate this year was 5.6 per cent in June 
after a high of 6.2 per cent in May. 


The job report was good news for the White House 
after bad news came from Capitol Hill Thursday in 
the form of vote by a key congressional committee to 
force the Pay Board to approve retroactive wage in­ 
creases that were delayed by the current freeze.

House bans integration by school busing 
In Sacramento 


WASHINGTON (UPI > —The House early 
today banned government-ordered school 
busing to achieve racial integration and 
prohibited use of federal funds to pay the 
costs of court-ordered busing. 
The action cam e with passage of a $24 
billion authorization bill that would extend 
for five years programs of aid to higher 
education. Included was $1.5 billion sought 
by President Nixon to help schools pay the 
costs of desegregation 
The bill passed on a 332-38 roll call vote 
after a marathon 13-hour session that 
started Thursday afternoon 
The 
big 
measure, 
which 
included 
a 
landmark $5.4 billion program of direct 
federal aid to private and public colleges, 
put the House on a collision course with the 


Senate. E arlier the Senate passed its own 
$18.5 billion, three-year higher education 
bill 
that 
has 
no 
antibusing 
language. 
Differences in the two bills will have to be 
reconciled 
by 
conferences 
from 
both 
Houses. 
The antibusing language cam e in a series 
of amendments, the key one being offered 
by Hep Edith Green, D-Ore., which said 
the government could not withhold educa­ 
tion funds in order to force a school district 
to bus students. This would remove the 
governm ent's m ajor weapon in ordering 
busing to overcom e racial im balance. It 
passed 231-125. 
Other amendments, adopted by sim ilar 
m argins, would prohibit use of federal 
funds to achieve racial balance by busing, 


and would allow schools, it they chose, not 
to carry out a busing order of a lower court 
until all appeals procedures to higher 
courts were exhausted. 
Opponents of the language warned that it 
was unconstitutional and Rep. Em anuel 
Celler, 
D-N .Y., 
said 
it 
would 
negate 
antidiscrim ination provisions of the 1964 
Civil Rights Act. C eller offered to have his 
House Judiciary Com m ittee hold hearings 
im mediately on the busing issue if the 
House would reject the language. 
Backers of the amendments said the 
language 
was 
necessary 
to 
quell 
widespread unrest in the nation between 
whites and blacks over busing, which they 
said was harming the quality of education 
received by children of both races. 


E arlier. House m em bers killed by 194- 
189 a provision of the bill that would have 
barred sex discrim ination in the admission 
policies of coeducational 
undergraduate 
schools. But they left intact in the m easure 
a ban on sex discrim ination in hiring 
p olicies 
and 
added 
new 
language 
specifically banning graduate schools from 
m aintaining m ale-fem ale admission quotas. 
The historic program of direct aid to 
colleges, opposed by the adm inistration, 
would authorize slightly more than $1 
billion a year over five years to all private 
and 
public 
colleges 
seeking 
the 
aid. 
regardless of their financial need. 
Opponents warned the program violated 
the constitutional provision for separation 
of Church and State.

WASHINGTON

-W illiam 
H. 
Rehnquist s 
nomination to the Suprem e Court apparently will be 
confirmed by the Senate with little difficulty. 
Rehnquist reduced considerably his liberal opposition by 
talking more freely Thursday about his judicial philosophy. 
After refusing in alm ost two days of interrogation to talk 
about his personal beliefs in the field of civil rights and civil 
liberties, he reversed him self. 
Rehnquist had pleaded that to take public positions on 
many such questions now would jeopardize his freedom to 
decide cases in the field after confirm ation He also said 
that because he served as counsel to the attorney general, 
he could not talk about adm inistration positions on civil 
rights and civil liberties because to do so would violate the 
prohibition against a law yer disclosing his advice to his 
client.

The National Education Finance P ro je ct, sponsored by 
the U.S. O ffice of Education, urged much more federal and 
state spending on schools and much less reliance on local 
property taxes, which now provide the bulk of school 
financing. 
"T he num ber of dollars spent on education should be 
based on the educational needs of the children rather than 
the wealth of the school d istrict, 
the p roject concluded. 
Of about $40 billion now spent on elem entary and 
secondary schools, the p roject reported, localities raise 52 
per cent, states 41 per cen t and the federal government 7 
per cent. 
The study 
recommended that to equalize spending 
nationwide, the local share should be cut to between 10 and 
15 per cent, with states providing 55 per cent and the 
federal government boosting its share to between 22 and 30 
percent.

Indira Gandhi meets Cabinet 


WASHINGTON (UPI i —President Nixon 
introduced Prime Minister Indira Gandhi 
to his Cabinet today and held a final 
conference with the visiting Indian leader 
on recently strained relations between the 
two nations. 
Informants said Nixon and Mrs. Gandhi 
were expected to continue discussions 
focusing on the unsettled situation between 
India and Pakistan and the danger of an 
outbreak of war.

NEW YORK - (NEA) - 
Fashion has always reflected 
the economies, morals and 
life style of an era. 
In today’s world where so­ 
cial attitudes are changing 
so rapidly and with polariza­ 
tion of youth and the “ estab­ 
lishment” well under way, 
the past uniformity in the 
clothes men wear is fast dis­ 
appearing. You now get a 
sense of the man himself 
simply from his attire. 
Since the youth contingent 
is the group with the great­ 
est interest in fashion, and 
as sure as God made little 
green apples wants to look 
as different from the corpor­ 
ate image as possible, the 
men’s clothing business be- 
c a m e apprehensive about 
the future of the suit. 
“ Is the s u i t doomed?” 
clothing salesmen a s k e d 
each other as their aisles 
seemed to be emptying while 
the men’s boutiques, special­ 
ty shops and even Army- 
Navy stores were thriving. 
Well the suit may have 
seemed to be dying on the 
racks. But it proved unwill­ 
ing to be buried. It is still 
alive and well and living on 
the backs of the fellows who 
aren’t kids, artists or enter­ 
tainers and must earn a liv­ 
ing in the world of business. 
In a r e c e n t nationwide 
survey, by a large mill, sta­ 
tistics showed that 86 per 
cent of men usually wear a 
suit to business. 
According to the Men’s 
Fashion Assn. of America, 
the suit has lost popularity 
in some areas—suburban at- 
home entertaining, theater 
and dining, as work attire 
for creative types and youth 
—but is still dominant as of­ 
fice wear. 
“ Why single out the suit?” 
asked Ken O’Keefe of MFA 
“ Women are wearing shorts 
and pants. Dress fittings and 
cuttings are down 25 per 
cent. But no one believes the 
dress is finished. Most peo­ 
ple believe women will even­ 
tually tire of pants and re­ 
turn to the dress—as was ev­ 
idenced in the recent fall 
collections.” 
O’Keefe believes that the 
suit still signals prestige. 
“ It’s one way to tell the dif­ 
ference between the execu­ 
tive and the mail room boy,” 
he said. 
“ In Australia diring the 
hot months employes were 
allowed to shed their suits 
and wear Bermuda shorts 
with knee socks, shirt and 
tie. It was a popular move

Answering Critics 
Of World Council 


By RKV. DAVID POLING 


Some people in this country have always consideied 
the Christian Church to be an A m erican franchise, op­ 
erated from som ewhere in the Midwest, with particulai 
interest to P rotestant needs. This narrow view has not 
prevailed am ong the world Christian bodies and the 
ecumenical age has continued to unfold with challenge 
and excitement. 
The biggest organization to which most world Christian 
bodies belong is, naturally, the World Council of Churches 
with headquarters in Geneva, Switzerland. Although its 
present secretary is an A m erican (Eugene Carson Blake), 
the influence of Europe, Africa and Latin A m erica is 
always evident in the actions and program s of the 
Council. 
Special attention has been given lately to the Third 
World and the aspirations of underdeveloped peoples 
in their struggle for dignity and justice. Racism is the 
enem y and the World Council has poured several hun­ 
dreds of thousands of dollars into assistance to suffering 
minorities. 
The World Council has given special priority to the vic­ 
tim s of racial conflict in Mozambique and to som e 19 
other African groups seeking justice and assertion of 
hum an rights. 
Sharp criticism has been leveled at the Council by 
an article in the October issue of Reader's Digest which 
asks in headline phrases, "M ust Our Churches Finance 
R e v o l u t i o n T h e article goes on to suggest that the 
Am erican church is funding "insurrection in the United 
States and A frica” by supporting the budget of the World 
Council as well as endorsing its overseas policies. 
At first glance the Digest piece seem s dam ning and 
absolute. The individual who depends on it for his total 
aw areness of ecum enical affairs is going to feet either 
angry or terrified. Almost as angry and terrified as the 
Council staff m em bers who contend the Digest su m m ary 
of their activities quotes them out of context. 
The main point is this: The World Council, (which is 
partially supported by a grant from Queen Ju lian a of 
the Netherlands, not known as a fiery soul sister) gave 
funds for relief, medical care and housing of victims 
of strife in Africa Some of this went to revolutionaries 
who have escaped from the oppression long ago governing 
the affairs of South Africa and Portuguese Africa Other 
beneficiaries are the revolutionaries’ wives and children 
and orphans of such internal conflicts. The Council is 
being raked for its concern for men and women struggling 
for justice and hum anity. While this m ay alarm some 
in our land, it will comfort others who have a good recall 
of 1776.

One-room country schoolhouse 
is now Maple High School 


Maple High School is located in 
what was once a country one-room 
schoolhouse on Flordale Avenue. 
The building has come back to life 
serving as Lompoc’s continuation 
school. 
The 
original 
one-room 
school 
building, the first in Lompoc, was 
founded by a group of pioneers in 
1873. The only part of the original 
building that still remains is the 
basement. A fire in 1922 destroyed 
the main part of the building. The 
office was rebuilt soon afterward 
with the mam classroom being 
rebuilt in 1947. 
In July 1960, .Maple School became 
part of the Lompoc Unified School 
District. Maple closed its doors as 
an elementary school for good in 
1967. After serving as a storage 
house for the school district, it 
reopened in September of last year 
as .Maple High School. 
.At present there are 36 students 
attending the school, five teachers, 
Mr. Stewart. Mr. Baumgardener. 
Mr. Boyer, Mr. Schipper, and Mrs.

Almost 
three-quarters 
of 
the 
students who attend Maple are there 
by choice, the others are their due to 
the fact that they just don’t fit into a 
regular school system. 
Maple is a great improvement on 
former 
continuation 
schools 
in 
Lompoc. Before continuation school 
was held daily in the late afternoon 
in one classroom. Attendance was 
mandatory 
and 
a 
minimum 
of 
subjects were covered .According to 
many students, "we just didn’t learn 
anything.’’ When Maple students 
graduate they receive a high school 
diploma not a continuation school 
diploma 
The daily schedule at .Maple is 
very flexible. Students are allowed 
to make up their own schedule every 
three 
weeks 
and 
choose 
what 
classes they want to take. Some of 
the classes that are offered are 
English, vocabulary, math. hi.story, 
free reading, photo, auto, typing. 
Biology, art, and drivers training. 
During a normal school day students 
attend their home room and three 
other classes.

blished throughout my career. 


“ I do not wish to prolong my 
career to the time when I cannot 


maintain those standards. " 
Although coming off a year of 
inactivity, Baylor had performed 
creditably 
even 
though 
he 
apparently was not satisfied. He had 
appeared in nine games this season 
and played 239 minutes, scoring 107 
points for an average of 11.8 per 
game and captured 57 rebounds.

After a tape recording of the 
statement that Rehnquist, then 40 
years old, made before the council 
was unearthed by the St. Louis Post-

council, “There has never been this 
sort of an assault on the institution 
(private property» where you are 
told not what you can build on your 
property but who can come on your 
property.’’ 
Rehnquist was one of only three 
opponents while 30 testified in favor 
of

ordinance, 
which 
was 
unanimously 
approved 
by 
the 
council. 
In 1967 Rehnquist wrote a letter to 
the Arizona Republican opposing 
reorganization of the Phoenix school 
system to achieve racial integra­ 
tion. “ I think,” he wrote “that we 
are 
no 
more 
dedicated 
to 
an 
integrated’ society than we are to a 
segregated’ society. We are instead 
dedicated to a free society in which 
each man is equal before the law .” 
In 1951-52 Rehnquist was law clerk 
to 
the 
late 
Justice 
Robert 
H. 
Jackson. He was later to charge that 
"unconscious slanting” by the law 
clerks influenced many cases the 
court was called on to decide. He 
described the group with which he 
served as “ ‘left’ of either the nation 
or the court ” The “left wing” of the 


court, according to Rehnquist, was 
made up of Chief Justice Earl 
Warren, Justice W illiam 0. Douglas 
and the late Justice Hugo L. Black 


At least four of the Democrats on 
the Senate Judiciary Committee 
want to hear Rehnquist on his 
earlier views. Sen. Sam J. Ervin Jr. 
may also take part in the interroga­ 
tion. since Rehnquist has been an 
active defender of the stringent 
District of Columbia anti-crime law 
with 
its 
no-knock 
and 
bugging 
provisions. Ervin, a staunch liber­ 
tarian. opposed some aspects of that 
law. 


A question that transcends the 
issue of political and ideological 
bias is whether it is possible to find 
judges who put interpretation of the 
law above prejudice. One of the 
vacancies to be filled by the two 
nom inations 
cam e 
with 
the 
resignation of Justice John Marshall 
Harlan. Harlan was rated, in the 
broad sense, a conservative. But his 
opinions showed a mastery of the 
law above and beyond whatever 
convictions he may have brought to 
the court. 


It should surely not be too difficult 
to find distinguished men of the law 
of Harlan's caliber. That is the need 
if confidence in the judiciary is to be 
restored.
